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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated February 5, 2007 in 
response to USPTO Office Action dated November 6, 2006. 

The cancellation of claims 1, the amendments to claims 2 and 5-9 and Applicant's 
remarks are sufficient to place the application in a condition for allowance as set forth 
hereinbelow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Relative to claim 2, the major difference between the teachings of the prior art of record 
(Pub. No. 2003/0098857, Gettemy et al. and USP 6,643,124, Wilk) and that of the instant 
invention is that said prior art of record does not teach a display device comprising a retaining 
member located on one side of a pliable LCD screen to receive a force to pull the pliable LCD 
screen and drive an axle turning in a positive direction so that the pliable LCD screen is stretched 
from the housing compartment through an elongated slot to a use position; an elastic element 
having one end coupling on the case and other end coupling on the axle to provide a stretch 
returning elastic force to drive the axle to turn in a reverse direction so that the pliable LCD 
screen located a the use position is driven to wind around the peripheral surface of the axle to a 
retraction position; wherein the elastic element is coupled on the case through a leveling 
member fixedly located in the case. 
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Regarding claim 8, the major difference between the teachings of the said prior art of record 
and that of the instant invention is that said prior art of record does not teach a display device 
comprising an elastic element having one end coupling on the case and the other end coupling on 
the axle to provide a stretch returning elastic force to drive the axle to turn in a reverse direction 
so that the pliable LCD screen located a the use position is driven to wind around the peripheral 
surface of the axle to a retraction position; wherein the retaining member of an extended pliable 
LCD screen has one end that has a suction cup located thereon.
